Thecom- 
pany was organized in 1880, with a capi- 
tal of 1100,0(11). Ex-Senator John J.In- 
galls is president of the concern, B. M. 
Manly vice presidint and B. G. Armsby 
cashier. The principal part of the capi- 
tal was tarnished by Manly and his fam- 
ilyand IngallB. The latter had ,7500 In- 
vested 
and 
Manly 
$20.000. 
These 


amounts have been lost. The liabilities 
amount to (800,000, and the assets, it is 
believed, if prudently managed, will pay 
in full. The bank baa 30,000 acres of 
land tnd large tracts and lots in the prin- 
cipal towns and cities of the state. Resi- 
dents of Atchison have $125,000 invested 
in the concern, secured by debenture 
bonds of conjectural value. It ll be- 
lieved that the decision of Armsby to 
withdraw hastened the crasb. Manly is 
practically bankrupt.

WAsni»OTON, March 16.—a. very dlg- 


niQed delegation was introduced to the 
President today. It was composed of 
four bishops of the Episcopal church— 
Bt. Rev's. Puret of Maryland, Potter of 
New York, Wblttaker of Pennsylvania 
and Hare of South Dakota. The object 
ot their visit wss to discuss with Cleve- 
land tbe Chinese exclusion law with re- 
lation to its bearing on American inter- 
ests in China. They said a Btrict en- 
forcement of the law would be ant to en- 
danger the property and lives of Ameri- 
cans. Cleveland said in reply tbat be 
had to enforce this as well as other laws 
of the country.

Ho was 
led to believe that Baker was in tho 
house, and ua Baker and McWhtrter 
looked very much alike in form, he was 
unable to dietmauish who the man was 
at whom he fired. If the men who ore 
now winding a network of evidence 
around Heath wonld ferret out tbe true 
perpetrators of the crime, they would 
be doing a greater service to society 
than they ate doing by prosecuting 
Heath. 
"I think thero is no doubt that Me- 


Whirter's death wag the reeultof a con- 
spiracy, and Heath was the unconscious 
tool and underling of tbo cocaplratora. 
I should be parfectly happy to sea Heath 
w Ik out of the jail free, if he could fur- 
nish evidence of tbe Kuilt of the right 
parties. I should ba sincerely aorry if 
:ho law should be compelled to wreck Its 
vengeance on tools and underlings In 
thin.matter."

The matter of the removal of the state 


capital from Sacramento to San Jose Is 
receiving considerable attention from 
some of Fresno's enterprising citizens. 
They believe that If n change is to bo 
made, it should be one to have more to 
recommend it th&u the one proposed. 
While most people admit that Sacra- 
mento is not Ot to be the capital of Calt- 
fvrnia, they Jail to see that San JOFG 
would be much of an improvement, and 
considerable 
surprise 
is expressed 


that the Garden City should have been 
chosen without other iHiea poaBessing 
superior claims being at all considered hi 
connection with the change. 


Geographically San Jose is open to the 


same objection »B Sacramento; besides 
thie it possesses the disadvantage of being 
situated on a Sauthern Pacific eide track 
instead of on the main line. So far as 
advantages are concerned there are a 
number of cities in the Etate which pos- 
sess the same ones claimed by San Jose, 
and others in addition. 
Prominent 


among those cities is Fresno, which 
would make almost an ideal capital. 


If the proposed constitutional amend- 


ment, providing for the location of the 
capital is submitted, it will certainly be 
defeated, for the reasons given aud oth- 
ers that it IB not- neceefiary to refer to 
now. 
Bnt there ia a very reasonable 


doubt that the question will be even 
voted upon for the si in pie reason that 
the legislature has not gone about the 
matter in the manner prescribed by 
law. 


Article XX of the constitution declares 


Sacramento be the seat of government, 
and that it shall remain GO until changed 
by law. A resolution is not a law, ho *•- 
ever. A law mri§t be introduced in the 
form oE a bill, and go through the regu- 
lar coarse. The resolution to chango the 
capital to San Jose IB not in conformity 
with this article, and is therefore invalid. 
All this means that tho capital will re- 
main at Sacramento for the present. 


What, however, is to prevent a consti- 


tutional amendment being introduced 
in the next session of the legislature 
providing for the change of tbo capital 
to Fresno? That is what many Froeno- 
ans are asking themselves. Tney are of 
the opinion that the people ol the state 
will not fail ti acknowledge the ad- 
vantages cf Fresno as n locution for the 
capitol once they are put before them 
clearly, aud (hat they will bo much tnoro 
disposed to make this city tho seat of 
government than San'JoEC. The rea- 
sons for their 
entertaining each on 


opinion are given tn the followltig brief 
interviews; 


A. J. Wiener—Fresno ia Bituated at 


the geographical center o( tho state and 
should oe the capital. It possesses all 
tbo requirements of a capital city, aur- 
pnsBinff Ban Joue in this respect. I be- 
lieve the motlbr shcmld bo Bpitaled, and 
when the proper time comes Fresno will 
be ready to cffef a bonus of a million 
and a half and ten or twenty ncres of 
laud for the honor. 


B. N. Griffith—This city Is tho geo- 


graphical center of the fltate, the monu- 
ment indicating this fact being <n Ithiu 
Its corporate limits. If tho capital is 
changed at all, it would glvo more e*tia- 
faction all around to bring it hero than 
to uny otber place. Fresno is situated 
on the mniu lino of the Southern Pa- 
cific, and is more accessible than San 
Jose. 
The hotol accommodations of 


Sacramento are not to be compared to 
Fresno's, and we bavi other advantages 
poBBiBBcd by neither San JOB* nor Sac- 
ramento. X believe the neceeeiry land 
and tho million dollar bonne could be 
pledged here In foity-eight bourn. 


A. V. Liseuby — Of course, Fresno 


should be the capital city. We can olTer 
all the inducements pnt forward by other 
places, aud several more besides. Fresno 
ia in every way worthy of being made 
the capital.

L. L. Cory—It would be very good if 


wo'could get Ui3 capital.

Mr. Armaby, member of the firm of 


J, K. Armaby Company, baa written a 
circular from California aa follows : 


"California Is bslug sfrept of' dried 


fruit stock as cleau as if it waa donewiih 
a broom prope'lod by horse power. 
Apricots were exhausted 
long 
ago; 


peaches have already followed suit, and 
we question if there are more than 
twenty cars of prunes left ID tbe whole 
state. Certaioly there ia iiot half eaoogh 
dried frull loft to eupply tbe local coast 
demand up to tbe. time tbe new crop 
makes its appearance. 


"The raisin , Biock ie also nearly ex- 


hausted. There are leas than 300 cara 
left here, and those are nearly all three- 
crown io ; sacks. . Loudoce and two 
crowns in any shape bare all Rone for- 
ward. The crop of last year was oyer 
20QO care, and the cr.p year has .not yet 
passed its flret half and tbe Block is al- 
ready about exhausted. 


"The consumption of thia year haa eat 


at rest the idea that was gaining ground 
for tbe past year tbat tbe California crop 
waa larger . than . the consumptive de- 
mand. Tbe facts are tbat we can easily 
consume 100J cara more of California 
raisins than hare been produced in' 1891 
or 1892, but in urdor to do" it and at the 
aame time keep the home market 'in 
good shape, pricea must bo made on tbe 
lower grade of loose raisins in tbe com- 
mencement .of the crop that will bar the 
importation cf Valencia or any .low 
gradee of foteign raisin B. Thia fact tbe 
large shippers bete are already recogniz- 
ing tbe necessity of, and prices will prob- 
ably be made on tbe low grade of Cali- 
fcrnia raieina tbat will very largely ebut 
out the Importation of foreign. 


"With onr higher, grudea ol raisins 


like choice Londona, and clusters and 
fancy loose the demand has always been 
in advance of the production and will bo 
ao for yoara to como.- 


"The low prices of the past two sea* 


Eons have done the growers some goad in 
one way; it has put almost an entire 
stop to the satting cut of new vineyards, 
and if theConeutuptiou increases as fast iu 
the future as it hue during tbe ptiet two 
yenro the increased acreage that ia com- 
ing into bearing this year and the next 
will not mpet the fast growing rlpmsmte. 


"We look for un advance of more than 


one cent per pound on present stocks be* 
fore new crop raisins make their ap- 
pearance."

the situation has arisen from an mcreaie 
in the exports of products. The late 
large shipments of Bold have been largely 
caused by the lightness oi the exports of 
produce since January 1st. That de- 
create, however, has not been due to any 
lack ol surplus commodities for ohip- 
ment; on the contrary, the "visible 
supply" of wheat and corn exceeds that 
we held at the eauie season fallowing the 
unprecedented crops of 1891. The ac- 
cumulation of grain is due to our mar- 
ket being held by speculation above tho 
European level. The export oi cotton 
has been restrained byeimilar causes. 
It is only a question of time when specu- 
lative holders must be compelled to ac- 
cept the European range of values; and 
the stringency in money and the caution 
among lenders may be nxpectcl to apply 
that compulsion at no distant clay. 
"While, therefore, it must be expect- 


ed that for the next few weeks wo shall 
stand exposed to the export of more gold, 
yet it eeeme reasonable to expect that 
euch shipments will bo materially less- 
ened by exports from this extraordinary 
surplus of products. Under all Iho cir- 
cumstances, therefore, it ifl likely to turn 
oat that tho unusual exports oi specie 
during thi last two months were in a 
large meaenre anticipatory of what iiv 
variably takes place in the 
Bill-log 


months. The marked falling off in the 
export of gold dur ng the last two weeks 
has been due principally to tho cessation 
of the direct and special demand from 
France, to tho export of securities to 
London, to the revival oi the shipments 
of produce, and to the advancing raten 
ol intoreat on this market having made 
It more profitable to employ foreign bal- 
ances here than to send them borne.
